Wednesday. August I I 

9 a.m. - Money as a Social Reflection 

David Liu, 2010 Harry W. Bass Jr. Numismatic Intern 
In a society mirthlessly advancing towards lifeless, unified electronic 
money, nations and citizens often forget the roles that banknotes 
and coins serve. Far from being simple holders of value, banknotes 
and coins are mirrors to change in society, reflecting popular arts 
and styles, advertising its industrial modernity and more. 

10 a.m. - Henry Morgan: Brutal Pirate & Honored Statesman 

Tom Sebring, author of “Treasure Tales - Shipwrecks and Salvage” and 
53-year member of the ANA 

Henry Morgan was one of the most successful and brutal pirates 
ravaging the Spanish Main in the late 1600s. This talk covers his 
piratical exploits and his unlikely transition to honored statesman. 
Also discussed are the type of coins Morgan might have plundered 
and the commemorative coin struck by Jamaica in 1974 honoring 
him. 

I I a.m. - The Liberty Paper Mill: A Cradle of the American 
Revolution 

Peter Hopkins, media consultant to Crane & Co. and history enthusiast 
The Liberty Paper Mill operated in Milton, Mass., from 1770 to 
1793. The owners - Daniel Vose, John Lewis and Stephen Crane - 
were ardent patriots, which one could surmise by the name of their 
mill located just a few miles from the besieged city of Boston. It 
was at this mill that Paul Revere purchased currency paper to help 
finance the Revolution, and where the great printers of the day ob¬ 
tained paper for their patriotic publications. The presentation will 
illuminate this crucial time in American history through the pages of 
the ledger book of The Liberty Paper Mill.

I 2 p.m. - Coin Grading for Beginners 

William Robins, vest-pocket dealer and collector of gold coins & 
numismatics of the French Revolution 

Using large, high resolution images, attendees will learn how to 
better recognize wear patterns, learn the roles that luster and strike 
play, and learn how to arrive at a proper grade for a coin. Best for 
beginner and intermediate level graders. 

I p.m. - The Story of One 1786 M S-3-B-2 

Robert Moffatt, full-time coin dealer & ANA-Boston 2010 committee 
member 

This is the story of a scarce Connecticut colonial copper. How 

1 discovered it on the internet, and how I almost purchased it at auc¬ 
tion. Attendees should learn something about colonial 

coppers. They should also see how the internet has helped 
with modern research. 

2 p.m. - To Arms! A History of the American Revolution as 
Seen on Obsolete Bank Notes 

C. John Ferreri, paper money collector, governor of the Society of Paper 
Money Collectors & the 2008 Numismatic Ambassador award recipient 
This is a 58 digital slide presentation showing vignettes and actual 
examples of American Obsolete Banknotes bearing images of the 
major events and skirmishes of the Revolution. They are presented 
in timeline with historical narrative. 

3 p.m. - The Coin Finds from the Antioch Excavations-Revisited 

Alan Stahl, Curator of Numismatics at Princeton University and author of 
books and articles relating to medieval coinage 
In the 1930s, Princeton University led an international team in 
excavations at Antioch-on-the-Orontes (now Antakya, Turkey). 

A selection of the Islamic coins was published in 1948, and a 
comprehensive catalogue of 25,000 Greek, Roman, Byzantine and 
Crusader coins was published in 1952. New investigations are 
being made of the archaeological context and historical significance 
of these coin finds.

4 p.m. - Curious Currency of the World 

Robert D. Leonard Jr., author and collector of Odd Sc Curious Money 
The story of unusual money throughout history, from the Stone 
Age to the Internet Age, illustrated with pictures from a new 
Whitman book, including stone money, feather money, 
throwing-knife money, and musical-instrument money! Study of 
these unusual currencies offers insights into what “money” really is. 

Friday. August 13 

9 a.m. - Mormon Currency 

Douglas Nyholm, author of "Mormon Currency 1837-1937” 
and former President of the Utah Numismatic Society 
A talk on the history of Mormon Currency from 1837-1937. It will 
cover the beginnings of Mormon currency in Kirtland Ohio, the 
additional efforts at circulating scrip and currency in Nauvoo, 
Illinois, and finally onto the large and varied currency and gold 
coinage operations in Salt Lake and Utah. Currency of the many 
Mormon co-ops and Bishop’s Storehouses will also be discussed. 

10 a.m. - Kalayaan Kapayapaan Katarungan: 

Philippine Wartime Medals of Jose Paciano Laurel 

David T. Alexander, "Coin World” columnist and founder of 
Medal Collectors of America 

When American forces overthrew the Republic of the Philippines, 
they instituted an administration with its own U.S.-Philippine 
coinage. In 1936, when the Philippines became a Commonwealth, 
Crispulo Zamora struck medals for the Inauguration. Later, at the 
same time that Japanese forces were attacking Pearl Harbor, they 
conquered the Philippines as well - creating a market for Japanese 
military medals, Japanese invasion money and Philippine Guerrilla 
currency. The Philippines has since been restored as a Common¬ 
wealth, paving the way for additional medals and coins to be struck 
in honor of its past. This presentation promises to be a fascinating 
look into war, conquest and survival documented in medals.

I I a.m. - Precious Metals in the 21 st Century 

Richard Nachbar, full-time coin dealer and expert analyst of the gold 
and silver markets 

Over the last decade, Precious Metals were the top-performing 
major asset class. Revealing research known only to a few, Mr. 
Nachbar will state the case that this trend will accelerate to 
much higher levels. He will recommend which U.S. coins offer 
the most potential, balanced with the least risk. 

12 p.m. - Find a Fortune in Silver Dollars! 

Michael S. Fey, former ANA Governor and publisher of the “Top 100 
Insights & Value Guide” newsletter 

If anyone knows about how to find a fortune in silver dollars, it’s 
Dr. Michael Fey. Dr. Fey started by collecting a date/mint mark 
set of Morgan dollars, but quickly evolved into collecting proof- 
likes and deep mirror proof-like dollars. He then advanced into 
collecting Morgan and Peace dollar varieties, silver dollar errors 
and rotated dies, becoming the first ever to complete an 1878 
8TF variety set, which is currently one of only two known. 
Come learn some tips from a practiced expert in the subject! 

I p.m. - Personages of the Mexican Revolution 
and Their Coinage 

Donald E. Bailey, coordinator on the ANA Money Museum’s exhibit, 
“Viva La Revolution: The Money of the Mexican Revolution” 

This presentation covers the main characters of the Mexican 
Revolution 1910-1917 and the coinage attributed to them or 
their supporters. It includes a brief historical background of the 
major participants: Porfirio Diaz, Victoriano Huerta, Venustiano 
Carranza, Francisco I. Madero, Francisco “Pancho” Villa and 
Emiliano Zapata. There also is a brief attribution of Pedro Las- 
curain, the twenty minutes Mexican President, and his affect on 
the outcome of the Revolution.

2 p.m. - Pictures of the First United States Mint 

Leonard Augsburger, author of “Treasure in the Cellar”; and 
Joel Orosz, Distinguished Professor of Philanthropic Studies at Grand 
Valley State University —A presentation on the story of Frank H. 
Stewart, the man who purchased the First United States Mint in 
1907 and wrote the now standard “History of the First United 
States Mint” in 1924. Researched from Stewart’s personal 
papers and accompanied by many illustrations unknown to 
present day numismatist, Augsburger and Orosz take the audi¬ 
ence back to the fateful moment when Stewart razed the cradle 
of American coinage. In the wake of the destruction, Stewart left 
behind a visual record of the First Mint which has not been fully 
revealed until now. 

3 p.m.-5 p.m. - The Development and Use of the 
Screw Press for Coin Production 

Brad Karoleff, VP of John Reich Collectors Society and Redbook 
contributor; Richard Doty, Senior Curator of Numismatics, National 
Numismatic Collection; John Dannreuther, founder of Professional 
Coin Grading Service and winner of ANA’s “Numismatist of the Year,” 
2007; Bill Eckberg, Contributing Editor for “Penny-Wise” and member 
of Early American Coppers Board of Directors; Craig Sholley, former 
manufacturing engineer who has studied historical minting methods 
for the last thirty years; and Doug Mudd, Curator of the ANA Edward 
C. Rochette N\oney Museum 

This will be a panel discussion of the development and use of the 
screw press to mint coins. Members of the panel will each give a 
short presentation of their area of expertise concerning the 
screw press. Questions from the panel and the audience will 
serve to enhance the experience. Come prepared to not only 
learn but to participate in this exciting event.

9 a.m. - The History of the English Penny 

Halbert Carmichael, retired professor of chemistry at North Carolina State 
University and collector of English coins 

The penny predates the unified kingdom of England. The silver coin 
served continuously through invasion, conquest, civil wars and economic 
turmoil as the denomination for nine hundred years. Over time, inflation 
led to a fine silver coin too small to be a practical medium of exchange. 
The tiny silver coin was replaced in 1797 by a large copper coin which 
evolved into the penny in circulation today. 

10 a.m. - Massachusetts Copper Mint, I 787-89 

Michael Packard, member of the Early American Coppers and collector 
specializing in the copper coins of Massachusetts 

A discussion of the location of the Massachusetts Copper Mint in Boston, 
including brief biographies of some of the men associated with the mint, 
as well as a look at the disposition of the first strikings from the mint. 

I I a.m. - Strategic Philanthropy: From Personal Passion to 
Family Security and Legacy 

Matthew F. Erskine, fourth generation lawyer with a concentration on 
providing legal and fiduciary services for owners of unique assets 
A case study of how John Kittredge preserved a unique collection of 
crowns and talers, and eliminated estate taxes while providing financial 
security for his family. This discussion is for collectors, dealers and their 
advisers seeking customized strategies that provide financial security for 
family while growing and preserving a numismatic legacy. 

12 p.m. - John Little Moffat: California, Georgia and 
New York Gold Merchant 

Fred Holabird, is a well published author has an extensive background in 
mining, geology and the gold business. 

John L. Moffat is well known for his series of private gold coins made at 
the beginning of the California gold rush. Georgians used innovative 
means to develop mines, mining techniques, and banking systems in re¬ 
mote areas at a time when the world was not technologically advanced, 
and there was no such thing as mining geology or geologic mapping. 
Georgians were the first to engage in these unusual pursuits, making up 
and inventing the associated banking and assay systems that formed the 
basis of the systems used during the California Gold Rush. Moffat lead 
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revolution. After getting approval from Congress and the Senate for 
the USAO in San Francisco in 1850, Moffat began a booming mining 
career based on work he did for John C. Fremont on the Mariposa 
Estate. Moffat retired in 1852 after President Taylor’s sudden death 
caused political upheaval in Washington. 

1 p.m. - Collecting and Enjoying U.S. Type Coins 

Frank Van Valen, professional numismatist 

An in-depth tour of the joys of collecting U.S. type coins. No matter 
where your budget lies, Frank will give you tips on how to select the 
best coins for your collecting dollar. 

2 p.m. - Charles VI of France: The King, His Madness & His 
Money 

David Sorenson, independent numismatic contractor and Ph.D., Cambridge 
University, with a dissertation on Charles VI and his coinage 
Charles VI, king of France (1380-1422), suffered from a frequently 
debilitating mental illness, which often left him incapacitated. This left 
the kingdom subject to attempts to control Charles and his kingdom 
by two rival factions, resulting in everything from court intrigue to full- 
scale warfare, which in turn sparked financial difficulties. Many of these 
events are reflected in the coinage and the mint documentation. 

3 p.m. - /‘Viva la Revolucion! Some Mexican Issues, 1913-15 

Ricardo de Leon Tallavas, published author since 1988 and member of 

several domestic and international Numismatic Associations 

Being the Centennial of the Mexican Revolucion, it is appropriate to 

review the history of the most common issues made in Chihuahua, the 

Federal District, Veracruz and Oaxaca, which will include coins and 

paper money. We have seen the issues, but what’s the reason of their 

birth? 

4 p.m. - Engraver and Patriot Paul Revere: 

The Man and the Medal 

Jamie Franki, designer of the 2005 Coin of the Year Award, as well as sev¬ 
eral ANA convention medals since 2001

A Dutch naval victory 
at Dogger Bank in August, 1781 led them to strike a series of medals, 
and encouraged them to recognize the independence of the U. S. in 
October 1782. 

School Award Medals —A review of the 16th century European 
origins of school medals and evolution of the school award medal 
through the 18th century. Learn about the Boston School Medals 
established by the will of Benjamin Franklin and the evolution of 
British and American school award medals to present day. 

The Beaux-Arts Architectural Award Medal —A survey of archi¬ 
tectural award medals from the late 1800s and early 1900s, a period 
known as the American Renaissance, when architecture in America 
was emerging and many American architects and artists were being 
trained in France under the influence of the Beaux-Arts. 

The Women's Auxiliary of the Massachusetts Civil Service 
Reform Association Award Medal of I 905 —A review of the 
circumstances under which this medal was developed and its intended 
use by a well-to-do Boston family. The medal is not signed but is 
attributed as one of the many designs of Augustus Saint-Gaudens. 

The medal is rare with a total of only six known. 

95 Medals & Coins Commemorating the Anniversaries of the 
Birth of the Protestant Reformation in 1517—Few events have ^ 
changed the course of world history. The Protestant Reformation led ^ 
by Martin Luther is one of them. The major anniversaries of the birth 
of the Reformation in 1517 have a rich numismatic tradition.

Connections—Bailey money was a form of scrip issued for men 
employed at the Wailuku Female Seminary in Maui, Hawaii, where 
Mr. Bailey was principal. In the 1860s he began a sugar plantation 
which later became the Wailuku Sugar Plantation, and both plantations 
issued scarce ‘plantation tokens,’ now listed in the Red Book. Examples 
of the scrip issued by the seminary as well as the five plantation tokens 
issued are displayed. 


Massachusetts Tiffany Commission Scrip—A collection of 
Massachusetts Commission Scrip. Many of these notes are rare and 
believed to be the only known specimens. Commission Scrip was 
redeemable for its face value only if the scrip was tendered as part of 
the total cost of a purchase. It may be likened to coupons issued today. 


The Pioneer Mint of Clark, Gruber and Company—A selection _ j

Numismatic Delirium: The Three Singular Notes of 1950 for 
St. Pierre & Miquelon —The small islands of St. Pierre & Miquelon 
off the coast of Newfoundland are a stark, barren home to several 
thousand hardy French fishermen. The three colorful notes issued for 
the islands in 1950 show scenes nothing like the real thing. Compare 
the fanciful notes with the harsh reality.
